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City council approves 
contract for sea wall 
repair to start April 1

Repairs are scheduled to begin April 1 on 
the crumbling seawall at Doane’s Landing 
park in Belleville, following action of 
the Belleville City Council at Monday’s 
regular meeting. 

The city’s building official Rick 
Rutherford said he talked to E.C. Korneffel 
Co. of Trenton and told it the council was 
voiding its contract for the seawall repair 
for “non-response.” 

Then he talked to the other bidder on 
the project, C&R Lakeside Landscaping, 
and C&R agreed to keep the $295,000 bid 
price and do the work for the city. The only 
problem was it was busy now and the scope 
of the project is 60 days, Rutherford said. 

“If a contractor isn’t very busy now, that 
contractor probably isn’t worth us working 
with,” Rutherford said. He noted C&R has 
a barge on the lake. 

He said the owner of C&R, Chris, reached 
out to the city’s geo-technical engineers 
McDowell & Associates and said he will 
follow their plans. 

Rutherford said this will be a little cheaper 
than the Korneffel bid of $339,000 and 
things can be ordered and be ready to go in 
the spring. The Korneffel bid included the 
condo seawall. 

“Are we sure it’s going to be good enough 
to last the winter?” Mayor Kerreen Conley 
asked Rutherford, referring to the damaged 
seawall. 

Rutherford said he will continue with the 
monitoring he has been doing and the city 
could do emergency shore up, if necessary. 

He said C&R had very specific cost 
numbers for the city responsibility and 
C&R is willing to work with the property 
owners privately. Both have the same 
engineering firm, he said. 

Korneffel wanted to do all the work at 
one price that included the city and the

Sumpter attorney gives report on 
how recycling pickup not a good idea

Sumpter Township attorney Rob Young 
gave a report on the township residents’ 
request for curbside recycling and why, 
with present conditions, that is not a good 
idea. 

During the attorney’s regular agenda item 
at the township’s Aug. 14 meeting, Young 
said there have been responses to the 
survey on a separate pickup for recycling 
by Republic Waste and he does not know 
the numbers, but a majority were in favor. 

Young said cost is a factor. 

He said the recycling business has been 
tanking because China no longer is taking 
all recycling and now sets a higher standard 
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for what it accepts. 

Young said they used to get $55 to send 
a ton of recycling waste to China and now 
you have to pay $80 a ton for them to take 
it. 

He said Adrian is really suffering and 
50% of recycling materials are going to the 
Detroit incinerator and some are landfilled. 

Young said reports are that they don’t 
expect this to change in the near future. 

He said Republic gave him information 
and the survey gives an idea of what people 
are thinking. 

“It’s probably cost-prohibitive,’ Young 
said. 

Young also reported that Republic is 
looking at expanding sewer use in the 
township and there is a need for the 
township to work together with them in a 
private/public partnership. 

Young also reported the township is 
working with the library on the “octagon”

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District Library wrestles with bids eF 


coming in $500,000 over budget

“Don’t be discouraged. It will work 
out. We didn’t come this far to throw in 
the towel,” said Belleville Area District 
Library secretary LaChelle Reed Caver at 
the end of the board’s regular meeting Aug. 
14. 

Board members had been discussing 
the second round of bids for library 
construction and if they accepted all the 
low bids they would be some $500,000 
over budget, if they kept their 3% owner 
contingency. 

Architect Dan Whisler said this is a $10 
million project and $3.4 million has been 
awarded so far for structural steel, concrete, 
and foundation. The bids that just came in 
were $3.6 million, which means $7 million 
is committed. There is $2 million in the un- 
awarded category and then one that should 
be rebid. 

He said the millwork only got one bid and 
that was high so should be rebid. 

“There’s still work to be done,” Whisler 
said. 

“We’re hopeful it all will move in the 
right direction,’ said board chairman 
Sharon Peters. 

At its June 21 meeting, the building 
committee awarded the contract for 
concrete foundations to Fessler & Bowman 
and the masonry contract to Leidel & Hart. 
At its June 29 meeting they awarded the 
elevator bid to Otis Elevators and the steel 
bid to Steel Supply & Engineering. The 
steel bid was $123,000 over budget due to 
rising steel prices in the market. 

O’Neal Construction updated the 
construction budget and the electrical 
and HVAC budgets are higher. Whisler 
made some adjustments to the lighting 
(electrical) package to reduce the cost. The 
Michigan prevailing wage law for public 
projects has been repealed, which reduced 
the cost. Then the committee voted to go 
out for bids for the remainder of the project 
and these are the bids they are dealing with 
now. 

At the Aug. 7 committee meeting after all 
the bids had been opened, the $500,000 in 
extra costs was discussed. 

Joy Cichewicz, building committee 
chairwoman, said they are inclined to lock 
in some bids such as electric, asphalt, and 
masonry, which is higher but needed early. 
There were five estimates, she said of the 
masonry, and “This is what the market is.” 

They noted roofing was above budget, 
but there are ideas to lowering the costs. 
There were three bids for roofing, but 
it was $100,000 over budget. Glazing 
(windows) was under budget, along with 
concrete flatwork (slab) and waterproofing, 


but fire suppression was a little over. 

“O’Neal is continuing to talk to all the 
companies likely to accept,” Cichewicz 
said, adding they will come to the next 
meeting with recommendations. They have 
several ideas to cut costs, she said. 

She said the next budget meeting is 10 
a.m., Thursday, Aug. 23, at the library and 
the public is welcome to attend. Upcoming 
meetings are 10 a.m. on Tuesdays, Sept. 4 
and 18. 

“At this point, the sunscreen doesn’t look 
like it’s going to happen,” Cichewicz said. 
“We’re trying to keep the terrace, but we’re 
$500,000 over budget.” 

She referred to the terrace planned for 
outside the children’s part of the library, 
with a sunscreen over it. When asked what 
would happen if they couldn’t have the 
terrace, they were told it would be walled 
in. 

Board member John Juriga said Blue 
Ribbon is not going to eat the expense 
caused by a company the library hired to 
measure that was four feet off. 

“By the time we accept all the bids, the 
$500,000 will be less,” said Peters. “... I 
do think it’s hopeful. Maybe we won’t be 
looking and a half million dollars worth of 
problems.” 

“We can’t,” agreed Cichewicz. 

Juriga said the present tariff situation 
caused them to have to pay 35% more for 
steel. 

Whisler said they are still waiting for 
information on when the building permit 
will be issued by the city. He said the 
certification is resolved. The library ended 
up talking with Library Director Mary Jo 
Suchy and attorney John Day and, “We 
gave them a preamble text and submitted 
the drawings. 

“We’re still waiting for a building 
permit,” Whisler said. “Rick Rutherford is 
reviewing our oval staircase. We have not 
heard back.” 

Whisler said the library bid out 22 
categories of bids and nine will get 
recommendations from Matt Ratzow at 
O’Neal. 

“The library has 90 days from when the 
bids were opened. They have to hold their 
prices,” he said. 

Whisler said some are not as urgent and 
can wait and one category will be rebid a 
bit later. He said in a few categories they 
got two bidders, which is low. Masonry has 
five, so that’s the market. There were three 
bids on roofing, which is not unreasonable, 
he said. 

Cichewicz said there are ideas to bring 
the roofing cost down by $32,000, so it will 
less than $100,000 higher than budget.

Environmental Commission voices 
concerns on Cadillac Asphalt runoff

Does the 16” pipe that funnels rainwater 
runoff from Cadillac Asphalt have 
pollutants that end up in Belleville Lake? 

This was one of the questions discussed 
at the Van Buren Township Environmental 
Commission’s regular meeting Aug. 15. 

The issue had been briefly discussed at the 
last Environmental Commission meeting 
June 20, but Commissioner Tony Gibson, 
who raised the question, was unable to 
attend that meeting. 

On Aug. 15, Commissioner Gibson said 
the water runs down the road and then 
over to Willow Drain and is getting into 
Belleville Lake. The asphalt millings piled 
along the site may be draining rainwater 
with oil in it. 

Ron Akers, the township’s director of 
planning and economic development who 
was again filling in for absent Matt Best, 
said Cadillac is allowed to stack along the 
edge of its property, 50’ from the property 
line. 

Akers, at the June meeting said he would 
check the water tests at Van Buren Park. 
He reported the lake water is tested at Van 
Buren beach for e. coli and the beach was 
closed July 30 for awhile when the e. coli 
was too high. He said the Huron River 
Watershed Council tested in 2016 for high 
levels of suspected solids and phosphorus, 
along with e. coli. 

Commissioner Gibson said the 16” pipe 
emits water that runs down the side of the 
road and puddles in the westbound lane of

I-94 N. Service Drive. 

Akers found a Google shot of the site and 
the pipe could be seen when the picture 
angle was put at ground level. 

Akers left the meeting briefly to get the 
site plan for the asphalt business. The first 
site plan was 1978 and updated in 1989. 

“A lot of rules changed in the next 28 
years,” Akers said. “If it ever came back 
to the township there would be additional 
requirements.” 

It was pointed out that this originally was 
operated by Thompson McCully. 

Akers suggested calling the Huron River 
Watershed Council, which has grants for 
testing. He said it’s worth giving them a 
call. 

“I have a contact at Cadillac Asphalt and

Sumpter planners 
give slaughterhouse 
back to board 


On Tuesday, in a special meeting of the 
Sumpter Township Planning Commission, 
the special land use for the proposed 
slaughterhouse at 50425 Bemis Road 
was discussed and details sent back to the 
township board so it could make a final 
decision. 

The commission already had approved 
the special land use for a slaughterhouse 
at its July meeting, but had not sent 
sufficient details to the township board, who 
sent it back to the commission for more 
information. 

On Tuesday, a roomful of angry residents 
spoke to the commission after its vote. They 
were concerned about odor, mostly, and 
reduced property values. 

Planning consultant Chris Atkin 
aggressively defended the procedure 
followed to post the public hearing. In 
fact, the notice was published twice in the 
Independent, the newspaper of record, 
because of a slight error the township made 
in the first posting, he said. 

Township attorney Rob Young who usually 
does not attend planning commission 
meetings, also was very forceful in 
defending the legal steps taken by the 
township for this decision. But, the people 
still weren’t happy and said they would 
continue their opposition. 

The slaughterhouse now goes to the 
township board for its final decision, 
possibly at its Aug. 28 regular meeting. We 
expect the unhappy residents to be back to 
confront the board.

putting the rocks in front. 

“I don’t think it would solve the problem,” 
Rutherford said. “It’s the toe at the bottom 
that’s failing.” 

“We aren’t experts, but we asked experts 
for their advice,” said Councilman Fielder. 
“This is the best solution. ... They feel that 
is the best way to stabilize this. ... Maybe 
rocks should have been used two years 
ago.” 

The man said he goes down to Doane’s 
Landing and uses the park, but only about 
two people go down there.

for traffic radar unit for police; to Wayne 
County, $1,995 for lodging at Dickerson 
jail for police; to Jack Doheny Co., 
$1,454.25 for street sweeper repair; and to 
CMP Distributors, $669 for bullet-proof 
vest for police; 

e Heard Rutherford say he sent the 
19-year-old street sweeper over to Doheny 
just for an estimate for repairs and they 
fixed it.

They are beautiful wild animals, and 
if you don’t want them coming around your 
house, you need to be sure that you are not 
leaving food outside for them to be tempted by. 


Also, small dogs and cats should not be 
allowed to roam free early in the morning or 
late in the evening unless you want to take a 
chance on them becoming the coyotes next 
meal. 

They are timid and normally afraid of people, 
but if you come across one you should raise 
your hands and make a lot of noise to scare it 
away. Small dogs, that are not on a leash, tend 
to run towards a coyote if they see or smell one 
in their yard and that is a recipe for disaster. 
That is how they get attacked. 

So, if you live within a five-mile radius of 
this area, beware. Keep an eye on your pets, 
and don’t leave their food sitting outside. And 
whatever you do, don’t intentionally try to feed 
the coyotes, or you’re just asking for trouble. 
Let’s try to coexist if we can.

I can ask about it,’ Akers said. “And, reach 
out to the county.” He suggested commission 
members talk with him about testing after the 
meeting because the township has access to 
Willow Creek in Van Buren Park. 

Commissioner Gibson said he is willing to get 
a sample of the water running out of the tube, but 
Akers cautioned him that there were procedures 
to follow and they have to determine how much 
money it would cost for testing. 

Commission Chairman Brownlee said 
he would call Rebecca at the Huron River 
Watershed Council. 

“Thanks for noticing that,” Brownlee said to 
Gibson concerning the runoff. 

It was noted they used to have flares burning 
on the old landfill along the North Service Drive 
and now they don’t. 

Akers said he will email US Ecology and ask 
them about flares. 

Brownlee showed them a map he had showing 


the old Fons Landfill that was capped during the 
Superfund Cleanup because it was leaking. He 
said the old Wayne Landfill was closer to the 
freeway. 

Commissioner Ross asked about the trucks 
that were leaking fluid. He referred to those 
talked about at a MDEQ/DNR hearing on the 
present Wayne Disposal toxic landfill. 

But Akers confused that leakage with the 
recent trash pick-up trucks leaking a fluid in 
the Harmony Lane area. He said Parks and 
Recreation was working on that. 

When it was sorted out, Akers said he would 
check with US Ecology to make sure the issue 
with the leaking trucks carrying toxic waste was 
resolved. 

Jennifer Price at VBT Parks and Recreation 
confirmed she had been talking with Waste 
Management about its truck that had been 
leaking a black fluid onto the asphalt on pickup 
day.
